Pittsburg, Pa., February 1.—Many 
independent steel manufacturing 
concerns in the Pittsburg district 
today increased operations on what 
executives were united in saying 
was a “cautiously conservative” ba- 
gis, after about six weeks in which 
operations have been entirely sus- 
pended or greatly curtailed. It was 
predicted that within a few days 
operation would be about 40 per cent 
of capacity with prospects of in- 
creased activity if conditions war- 
ranted.

Weak Will Power 
Plea Fails to Aid 
Robber of Mails 


Claude Monroe, a Former 
World War Veteran, 
Given 15 Months. 


The plea that his will power was 
so weak that he was easily suscept- 
ible to influence of other persotis 
failed to win leniency in the United 
States district court Tuesday aft- 
‘ernoon for Claude C. Monroe, youth- 
ful postoffice clerk and world war 
veteran, who confessed’to partici- 
pation in the theft of $306.090 worth 
of bonds and other securitics from 
a Southern railway mail train near 
Toccoa, Ga. ,on the night of Sep- 
tember 8, 1920. 

Monroe was sentenced to serve 
fifteen months in the federal per- 
itinary. An effort was made by his 
counsel, Attorney George H. Hum- 
ber, of Carthage, N. C., former home 
of Monroe, to have his client con- 
fined for the period of thd sentence 
in the federal reformatory in Minne- 
sota, but his request was denied. . 

Monroe’s confederates in the rob- 
bery, Rufus Kight, ex-service man, 
and Ivy W. West, Atlanta street 
car man, entered pleas of gulity 
last fall to conspiring with Monroe 


to loot a mail car on a Southern /

Morris Gest Sues F ord 


ASKS $5,000,000 DAMAGES 


Alleging Libel-Slander 


Chicago, February 1.—The prae- 
cipe in a $5,000,000 damage suit 
against Henry Ford and his paper. 
The Dearborn Independent, was filed 
in circuit court today by Mortis 
Gest, theatrical producer, who al- 
leged that an article in The Inde- 
pendent on January 22, 1921, con- 
tained “libelous, ‘slanderous and 
false statements,” concerning Mr. 
Gest, and certain stage productions 
he has handled. 

The article on which the suit ts 
based declared that the American 
stage is under the influence and 
control of a “group of former 
bootblacks, newsboys, ticket specu- 
lators, prize ring habitues and Bow- 
ery characters,” and is then. de- 
voted to the career of Gest. 

“At the present writing, the most 


advertised man in the world of 
theatrical productions is Morris 
Gest, who has produced the most 
salacious spectacles ever shown in 
America—“Aphrodite” and “Mecca.” 

The article states, according to 
the complaint filed: “It is report- 
ed that the scent of nastiness has

been so strongly circulated among 
theatergoers that tickets are sold» 
a year ahead for the Chicago ex- 
hibition of one of these shows, the 
patrons being, of course, mostly 
Gentiles.”

“Gest sold newspapers in Boston 
and became property boy in a Bos- 
ton theater. In 1906 he was a mem- 
ber of a notorious gang of ticket 
speculators who were the bane of 
the public until’ ticket peddling on | 
the sidewalks in front of theaters 
was suppressed by the police. There 
is nothing in .Gest’s career to -in- |. 


ute anything to the theater’s best 
interest.” 


“FIGHT TO FINISH,”

Chicago, February 1.—‘“I_ shal! 
fight Henry Ford to a standstill. 
He has gone a step too far in fight- 
ing the Jewish race. In my Case, 
it is a personal matter, with a great 
deal of race sentiment behind it.” 

So declared Morris Gest, producer 
of numerous plays, in an interview 
with the United News Tuesday 
night. Mr. Gest is suing Mr. Ford 
for $5,000,000, alleging slander. 

Mr. Gest intimated that he would 
have a powerful sentiment back of 
him in his legal fight and asserted 
that “Mr. Ford will find that it 
will cost him some money to attack 
me.

Officials Say Time Re- 
maining Does Not Allow 
Settlement Under Wil- 
son Administration. 


Washington, February 1.—Settle- 
ment of diplomatic problems with 
Japan, especially as arising from the 
enactment by the state of Caliornia 
of anti-alien land ownership legis- 
lation, will be postponed until the 
Harding administration assumes of- 
fice, it was indicated today by state 
) department officials. 
While no formal announcement on 
the st.bject was made by the state 
department, it was intimated by of- 


|ficials that because of the short 


lease of life left to the present ad- 
ministration and the long-standing 
character of the problems now in 
process of solution between the two 
governments, it would be the part 
of wisdom not to hasten unduly 
thelr adjustment merely for the pur- 
pose of concluding a treaty under 
this administration. 

Officials also said that the recom- 
mendations submitted to the _ re- 
spective governments by Roland 8S. 
Morris, United States ambassador 
to Japan, and Baron Shidehara, the 
Japanese ambassador here, as a re- 
sult of their recent informal con- 
versations directed to a solution of 
the problems, were not to be intér 
preted as in the nautre of an 
agreement. It might be necessary, 
they added. for the ambassadors to 
resume their conversations after the 
two governments had studied their

Mrs. Wychoff, who died in the pen- 
itentiary here yesterday. had re- 
fused pardons during the last 
twenty years from five governors, 
explaining that all her children 
were dead, that she had nowhere to

Waterworks Situation. 

With particular reference to the 
Smith- ‘told the 
Lions that 1f Atlanta keeps up its 
rate of growth the plant will have 
to be enlarged.in the immediate fu- 
ture, but that under the present 
financial condition of the city this 
is impossible through the regular 
channels of municipal revenue. 

J. R. Smith, a member of the club, 


declared that Superintegdent Smith’s 


remarks were applicable to practi- 
cally every department of the city 
government, and particularly appli- 
cable to the schools. He urged the | 
club to go on record as favoring 
the bond issue. 

The Kiwanis club, which is yet 
to announce its official decision on 
the bonds, is one of the city’s most 
aggressive organizations, with a 
membership of nearly: 200 leading 
citizens.

Washington, February 1.—The re 
turn from France of the body of’an 
unknown soldier for burial in Ar- 
lington National cemetery “as a 
fitting national tribute” to the men, 
who fell in the world war, was ad- 
vocated today by General Pershing 
before Azhe house military commit- 
tee, which is considering a bill for 
that purpose. 

Similar proposals have been dis- 
approved by Secretary Baker, wi 
ruled that the war department could 
not .\break its solemn promise to the 
relatives of the soldiers that their

Mrs. Wychoff was tried. with Mc- 
Corkle for the murder of her hus- 
band in 1878. Both protested their 
innocence. The negro was found 
guilty of murer in the first degree, 
and his hanging was the only one 
that ever took place in Alexander 
county. Mrs. Wychoff was convict- 
er of conspiracy and sentenced to 
life imprisonment. Both were con- 
victed on circumstantial evidence, 

Mrs. Wychoff was seized with an 
attack of rheumatism 23 years ago, 
and since that time had been una- 
ble to walk. For years she had 
spent most of her time in bed and 
inawheel chair knitting, crocheting 
and sewing, She specialzed in mak- 
ing little fancy aprons, which 
prison officials sold for her. From 
the money gathered in this way she 
had fitted out a cozy. little cell in 
the prisén, And enough money was 
found after her death to pay‘ all 
burial expenses.

nes, principal representative of the 
British treasury at the Versailles 
eace conference. He arguas that 

ermany, to have surplus exports 
worth $200,000,000, must have total 
exports worth at least 700,000,000 
pounds. Twelve per cent of this 
amount would be 84,060,000 pounds, 
and, therefore, he says that, with 
700,000,000 pounds of exports yearly 
against 500,000,000 pounds in im- 
ports, she could just pay a fixed 
sum of 116,000,000 pounds, plus &4.- 
000,000 pounds, making a total of 
$200,000,000, pounds. 

“That is to say,” he continues, 
“trade on this vast scale would be 
required to pay the minimum an- 
nuity of 100,000,000 oounds3, plus 
the export percentage. If the Paris 
proposals are more than wind, they 
mean a complete reorganization of 
the channels of international tfade. 
If anything remotely like them 
should really be Intended to happen, 
the reaction on British trade and 
industry would be inta'tculable. lt 
is an outrage that the allied léad- 
ers should have deait with ‘each 
other by using the method#@ of a 
poker party.”

First of Nine Members 
of Alabama Guard Faces 
Jury Charged With Mur- 
der. 


Hamilton, Ala., February 1.—The 
witness put on the stand this aft- 
ernoon in the trial of Sergeant Rob- 
ert L. Lancaster, youthful nation- 
al’ guardsman, indicted on a charge 
of first degree murder following 
the lynching of William Baird, at. 
-Jasper, January 13, was Jerry 
Baird, father of the slain man. He 
did not see the wounds in his son’s 
body, he said, his testimony contain- 
ing only the simple statement that 
he was the parent. of William Baird. 

The second wifmess was L. P. 
Baird, brother of William Baird. He 
testified that he saw the wounds 
in his broffer’s body and described 
their nature. 

The next witness was J. F. Sides, 
jailer, who was in charge of the 
Walker county jail on the morni 
of January 13 when a masked mo 
took William Baird¢from the prison. 
He described in detail the move- 
ments of the ’)members of the mob 
from the time they approached the 
jail until they had -departed with 
the prisoner.

Debs Scores President’s For- 
eign Policies—Charges '

Scorchingly criticising President 
Wilson’s foreign policies, especially 
as regards Armenia and Russia, and 
calling the nation’s chief executive 
a traitor to his ideals, Eugene V. 
Debs, for a long time.the leader of 
the socialist party and f serving 
& ten-year sentence in the Atlanta 
federal prison for violation of the 
espionage act, issued a statement to 
the press Tuesday afternoon through 
his local attorney, Samuel M. Cas- 
tleton. 

Mr. Debs reiterated his statement 
of Monday to the effect that he 
Was not surprised or disappointed 
at the president’s action, and said 
that Wilson had made himself the 
laughing-st of Europe. 

“When I leave this prison I will 
g£0 unrepentant,” he said. “Senator 
Capper showed the other day that 
out of the four billion dollars’ an- 
nual expenditure for this country— 
97 per cent is spent on war, re- 
suly®# of war and preparation for 
war; while 3 per cent is spent on 
@ducational and constructive work. 
That’s where Wilson stands. I stand 
for construction instead of for de- 
struction and devastation. 

“The man Wilson is not rational. 
The manner in which he kicked 
Lansing out of office when he tried 
to perform his duty when Wilson 
was incapacitated indicates that 
there is something wrong with the 
man. His’ note on Armenia, in 
which he advises other,countries to 
keep their hands off Russia when 
he himself sent an army of soldiers 
under General Graves to crush: Rus- 
sia—this hag made him the laugh- 
ing-stock of Europe, especially sitice 
the note came with still more ill 
grace when it is considered that 
Wilson was the first to greet of- 
ficially e new Russian republic 
after the downfall of the czar, 

He Needs the Pardon. 

“I undérstand perfectly the feel- 
ings of ;Wilson. When he reviews 
what he has done, when he realizes 
the suffering he has brought about, 
then he is being punished.

for federal prisoners at the Tower, 
who attended the prisoner, will not 
ve D> , 

Attorney McClelland said that the 
impression that he will demand in- 
vestigation of methods of medical 
treatment at the jail is erroneous. 

“I have terely stated the facts 
In the case,” he said.

Dr. Hurt made the following state- 
ment in connection with Blake’s ill- 
ness and death: bee 

“I visited Blake, at. his request, 
about four weeks agointhe Tower. 
He gave me a history: of his case. 
He said that he had been treated 
for diabetes by Chicago physicians 
abcut six months prior to his arrest. 
I prescribed for him, and told him 
if he wanted to he could go to the 
Tower hospital. He told me_ he 
preferred to.stay with: his fellow 
prisoners in the ward. I told him if 


he was comfortable, it was perfect- | 


ly all right. 

“He wanted to be put on a diet, 
and I put him on & milk diet, and 
ordered him to take no nourish- 
ment except fruit and milk. I vis- 
ited him from time to time and 
he did not seem to be in a danger- 
ous condition. On Tuesday 1 re- 
ceived a letter through Attorney 
McClelland from the district attor- 
ney asking that I make a special 
examination of the prisoner. 

“I made the examination, and Mc- 
Clelland requested me to meet him 
in the district attorney’s office Sat- 
urday, and I did so. I reported to 
the district attorney that, although 
the prisoner was in a very bad con- 
dition, both mentally and physically 
I saw no immediate danger. Blake’s 
attorney then made an effort to have 
the bond of his client reduced, but 
his request was denied. 

“Neither Alexander nor McClel- 
land said anything to me Saturday 
about having the prisoner removed 
to a hospital cell. When | saw 
that the prisoner was in a coma, 
I reported it to the district at- 
torney, and 1 was not asked to re- 
move him to a hospital until Mon- 


day. 

“Thera was no: negligence in the 
case. I offered the prisoner all our 
hospital facilities, and gave him 
all available treatment.” 


Doctor Denies Negligence. 

Dr. Hurt denled any negligence 
in the treatment of Blake, and | 
said that the prisoner had shown 
no signs of being in a precarious 
condition until a short time previ- 


ous to-his death. He said that he 
had offered him the jail hospital 
facilities, and the prisoner had pre- 
ferred to remain in his cell, Blake 
was‘a cellmate of Captain Carl 
Devers Ford, defendant in a state 
case of mieamy: 
Blake was 36 years of age. He 
was recently indicted by the fed- 
eral grar®i jury on the charge of 
sending obscene letters, written in 
code, to a prominent young Atlan- 
ta woman, who, according to his at- 
torney, was a willing recipient of 
his messages, and answered them, 
His case had 
been set for trial in the United 
States district court tomorrow. 
Despite McClelland’s statement 
that efforts had been made to have 
the sick man transferred from the 
jail to a hospital for a week, Dr. 
Hurt claims that no mention of 
removal was made to him until 
Monday. He said that, McClelland,

Better Heed li—Now! 


Editor Consiitution: Unfavorable 
weather conditions have been the 
cause for very little burning and 


cleaning up of woodlands, brush 
other hibernating Sines’ for serine 
ites adjoining and near peach orch- 


Frequent rains during the winter 
months have kept the vegetation 
and undergrowth near orchards 


damp so that it would not burn 
properly, and furthermore, to date 
very little cold weather has occur- 
red to properly kill out under vege- 
tation. This burning over of all 
hibernating. places adjoining and 
near orchards to destroy the adult 
curcujios which would make the 
1921 peach crop wormy must take 
place before the buds normally start

Agents of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture atfached to 
the Fort Valley station have found 
hibernating curculios both in and 
near peach orchards, very often be- 
ing found at the base of a mass of 
grass.

1s TUBERCULOSIS CONTAGIOUS? 

Practically every adult has tuber- 
culosis, 

Only three per cent of us become 
aware of the fact, for only’in three 
per cent of us,does the disease 
light into activity. Latent or 
smouldering or inactive tuberculo- 
sis produces no symptoms and does 
not affect the health. When the 
disease produces symptoms and im- 
pairs the health we say it is active 
tuberculosis. 

Practically all of us become in- 
fected with tuberculosis in infancy 
or early childhood. Whether this in- 
fection occurs through the agency 
of milk from tuberculous cows— 
most of us have drunk many gallons 
of milk from cews that had tubercu- 
losis—or whether the infection is 
acquired in another way, we do not 
as yet know. But we do know 
that the proof of latent or inactive 
tuberculosis is found in nearly every 
autopsy or post-mortem dissection 
made upon adults in this country, 
no matter what has caused death. 

There is every reason to believe 
that a common mode of infection 
.with tuberculosis is by prolonged 
intimate personal association with 
any one who has the disease in an 
active state. Thus, if either par- 
ent, or a nurse, or a relative, or @ 
guest, or a boarder lives in the 
house where a child or infant lives, 
that child or infant is almost certain 
to be infected with tuberculosis, al- 
though the child may not then or 
ever afterward develop ray 4 or 
suffer impairment of health from 
the infection. There is nothing in 
the notion that tuberculosis is in- 
herited. It is acquired by infection. 

Is there danger of infection in- 
volved in a casual meeting with 
or a Visit to one who has active 
tuberculosis of the lungs? No dan- 
ger whatever, provided the patient 
is intelligent and does not spit in 
your face—and a lot of people who 
consider themselves refined, polite, 
intelligent folk do indiscriminately 
spit in everybody’s and anybody’s 
face. Any one wno cougnhs_or sneezes 
without carefully covering nosé and 
mouth with handkerchief or hand 
spits in the face of ony associate 
who happens to be within a radius 
of ten feet, and ought to be there 
and then punished for the offence. 
In pages or meeting an individual 
with active lung tuberculosis, or 
with aay other respiratory infection 
(which includes alleged “colds” and 
diphtheria and ordinary sore 
throats), you are comparatively safe 
f you keep outside of his five-foot 
barrage, for in ordinary conversa- 
tion one sprays the atmosphere 
round about with fine invisible 
droplets of saliva or secretion which 
unquestionably do convey the germs 
of disease to a distance of not more 
than five feet from nose or mouth. 

Articles of clothing, materials, 
books or other objects touched or 
used by persons who have active 
tuberculosis do not convey the dis- 
ease, and if not apparently or visib- 
ly soiled or befouled such articles 
may be used with impunity by other 
persons. Toilet and other personal 
articles which are likely to be con- 
taminated repeatedly with saliva or 
sputum may, for a short tim’, har- 
bor the bac bacilli of tuberculo- 
sis, and should not be used by any 
other person, 

One with’ active tuberculosis 
should not cook or handle food or 
other eatables for other persons.

Selling was 
not particularly active or general, 
but there was scattering liquidation 
as well as some local and southern 
pressure on the break, which ‘car- 
ried active months -30 to 47 points 
net lower during the early after- 
noon, May contracts sold off to 
12.82 and July to (4.17, and the de- 
cline was accompanied by reports 
of an easier spot basis in the At- 
lantics. There was a good deal of 
covering at the lower levels of 
prices, however, and probably some 
buying for a reaction in the late 
trading, with last prices showing 
rallies of 20 to 30 points from the 
lowest. The conflicting upinions 
expressed with refercnce to the 
German indemnity agreement scem- 
ed to have had a confusing effecr 
on sentiment, and probably rendered 
the market more sensitive to the 
talk of bearish statistics and the 
possibilit; of increased spt offer- 
ings with the advance of the plant- 
ing season.

LOW TREND TAKES 
STEADY TURN 


New Orleans, February 1.—While 
the trend was lower during the 
better part of the session in cotton 
today, there was a sudden turn to- 
ward steadiness in the last half hour 
of the day, when shorts took profits 
and the consequence was that last 
prices showed losses of but 8 to 27 
points, whereas, at the lowest lev- 
els the market stood 44 to 49 points 
down. March traded as low as 
13.20 and closed at 13.42. 

The selling was due to a variety 
of causes, chief among which was 
the unfavorable opinion regardine 
the political situation abroad. Liv- 
ig came in worse than due and 
this caused the lower opening. A 
little later the break in the foreign 
exchange market, the fall in silver 
and in English consols and reports 
of tighter money in domestic mar- 
kets attracted attention. 

Lowest levels followed the circu- 
lation of a government publication 
ealling attention to figures show- 
ing that production was far in ex- 
cess of cOnsumption. At the weak-

Insurance Asked 
For Unemployed 
In Wisconsin Bill 


Madison, Wis., Februagy 1.—<A bill 
to compel employers to pay unem- 
ployment insurance benefits to their 
workers, when unemployed, will be 
introduced fn the Wisconsin legisla- 
ture this week. 

The measure was prepared by 
Prof. John R. Commons, of the de- 
partment of economics at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 

It would require employers to 
form mutual insurance companies 
and pay benefits to the workérs 
they discharge, at the rate of $1.50 
a day for adult men and women 
and 75 cents a day for boys and 
girls between the ages of 16 and 
18 years. : 

The unemployed, providing they 
had worked at least twenty-six 
weeks, would be entitled to benefits 
for a maximum period of thirteen 
weeks on the basis of one week for 
every four weeks of work. 

Workers idle as a result of a 
strike or lockout are not entitled 
to benefits, and farm laborers also 
are exempt.

»Mr. Recht had occupfed the, wit- 
ness chair before the senate judici- 
ary ¢ommittee for more than two 
hours when he referred to the pri- 
vate detective agencies. He had 
spoken with reference to the Fran-ce 
bill providing for general amnesty 
to prisoners held for violation of 
the espicnage act, which is before 
the committee. Mr. Recht said he 
had acted as counsel for many of 
the deported aliens, including Lud- 
wig C. A. K. Martens, the deported 
Russian soviet agent, and testified 
as to his belief in the innocence of 
those,whom he had defended.

4,933,000 ANIMALS © 
ON GEORGIA FARMS 
ON JANUARY 1, 192! 


There were 4,933,000 domestic ani- 
mals on Georgia farms January 1 
this year, with a total farm valua- 
tion of $140,445,900, as against 5,- 
005,000 animals one year ago with 
an aggregate valuation of $201,840,- 
000, a decrease of slightly less than 
2 per cent. in numbers and of 30 
per cent in value. This is the an- 
nouncement made last night by John 
S. Denmee, agricultural statistician, 
for the United States bureau of crop 
estimates, co-operating with the 
Georgia départment of agriculture, 
division of agricultural statistics. 
He bases his conclusions on hun-

recently direct from the farmers of 
the state. All kinds of farm ani- 
mals, excepting milk cows, show a 
falling off in numbers. The in- 
crease in milk cows is about 2 per 
cent, and he places the number of 
dairy cattle at ahout 470,000 head. 
But as there are 310,737 farms in 
Georgia, it is plain to see, he says, 
that there are not near enough milk 
cows in the state to supply the ur- 
ban population, and that the farm- 
ers should get busy and increase 
the number of dairy cattle. He fig- 
ures out that if a pro rata distri- 
bution of the cows were made, it 
would give to each farm only.a cow 
and a half.. 

Sheep is the really distressing fea- 
ture of his report, he points out. 
According to Mr. Dennee the num- 
ber continues to decline steadily and 
at present there are only 119,000, 
as compared with 125,000 a year ago, 
and 135,000 two years ago. This 
splendid industry is fading out in 
Georgia, he says, due in part to the 
lack of permanent pastures, the set- 
tling up of the range counties, vag- 
rant dogs, and the low prices of 
wool and mutton. Every farm should 
grow some sheep, he believes. They 
are not costly. to maintain, and 
they serve admirably to keep the 
weeds down and the farm revenues 
up.

RL LABOR BOARD| 
HEARS ALL UNIONS 


Chicago Hearing Opened 
‘to Seven Employees’ Or- 
ganizations Independent 
of A. F. of L. 


Chicago February 1.—Seven inde- 
pendent employes’ organizations, 
despite the opposition of the rail- 
road brotherhoods affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor, 
were today admitted as parties to 
the hearing’ on rules and working 
conditions before the railroad labor 
board. The independents will have 
full opportunity to present testi- 
mony covering their contentions 
rendering a decision on the case. 

The board’s decision was hailed 
in- 
dependents by their officers. Op- 
position to allowing the seven or- 
ganizations to participate in the 
hearing was voiced in the em- 
ployes’ opening statement several 
weeks ago by B. M. Jewell, presi- 
dent of the railway employes’ de- 
partment of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor.» Mr. Jewell con- 
tended that the brotherhoods repre- 
sented the employes as a whole 
and asked from the. board the 
right to negotiate agreements in 
the“name of all employes. 

Officers of the independent or- 
gaf@izations characterized the bro- 
therhoods’ contention as an at- 
tempt to be the “czar of the em- 
ployes.”’ They declared 150,000 . 
men were represented in their 
ganizations and denied the right of 
the brotherhoods to speak for these 
men. 

The board’s resolution states that 
since the seven organizations are 
materially and directly interested 


in the matter, and their interests ne- 
cessarily affected by any decision 
the board may make it is ordered 
that all such organizations not 
heretofore formally made partici- 
pants shall be allowed to intervene 
by filing a written application stat- 
ing their positions.” 

The entire day’s testimony before 
the board today was given over to 
objections of the railroads to the 
national agreements between clerks 
and station employes and the roads. 
Rules. requiring overtime pay for 
work performed by employes on 
Sundays and holidays came in for 
objection by, Mr. E. T. Whiter, chair- 
man of the American railway exec- 
utives’ labor committee. 

“The roads are required to serve 
the public 865 days in the year,” 
Mr. Whiter said. ‘* Some employes 
must be Oy duty to insure the safe- 
ty of the traveling public. We sub- 
mit that such overtime rates ought 
not be imposed for unavoidable 
work which the management can- 
not lessen.”
